—A_ $5,000,000 university is to be 
built in Los Angeles by the Lutheran 
chirch ,it has been learned here. The 
institution. will be known as the Los 
Angles university. Architects have al- 
ready prepared the plans. 

Dr. Edward M. Stensrud of San 
Francisco, president of the California 
Lutheran corporation,is one of the 
leaders in the organization of the 
proposed institution. W. J. Gram of 
Los Angeles, made known the plan. 
Students-of—all-_denominations-and_ 
sects will be admitted, he said. The 
university buildings and grounds will 
cover 500 acres near the ocean west 
of Culver: City.
